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Shifting Sands— 


The groat deltas of the earth were formed by erosion. 


The earth has passed through many cycles of reformation. 
There is every reason to believe that erosion has had more 
to do with earth changes and consequent changes in cli- 
mate than upheaval and retirement of the surface crust. 


There is every reason to believe, too, that vegetation 


has disappeared and reappeared countless times in vary- 
ing parts of the world, and when plant life goes, all life 
goes, only to reappear when the planet has again been 
made habitable by the clothing of the surface with vege- 
table life. 


A great drama of change and readjustment is in pro- 


gress in the valley of the Mississippi river. 
When the 


headwaters of streams are denuded, there is but one re- 
sult, which is that the high arc-as are carried to the low, 
and the plains are lifted, high river cones form until the 
river runs on a plane higher than the valley around it. All 
life must be prepared to move on under these circum- 
stances. 


We who liye in the San Gabriel valley have the same 


problem in a lesser degree. The San Gabriel river is only 
minor in comparison with the rivers of the valley of the 
Mississippi, but it flows at a sharper pitch to the sea tlfan 
many larger streams, and it works havoc at times because 
of this speed and the soft silt which forms the floor of the 
plain. 


These great tloods throughout the world have general- 


ly been looked upon as largely inevitable and only par- 
tially controllable. 
But there is a. comparatively new 


school of engineering at work, and it is asserted that these 
"Acts of God" can be prevented. We believe that great 
programs of reforestation will remove this menace. What 
the law of the land has called "Acts of God" are not such 
necessarily at all, but God's warning of man's acts against, 
nature; 'man's ruthless attitude toward nature; man's 
glorying in his Samsonian strength that eventually pulls 
down the temple 0.11 his own head. 


Coupled with the fact that we have become rich in 


•assets -that, make great programs feasible if otherwise found 
to be so, we may think of this era as the one in-which to 
return what we ha.ve taken from the forests, and save our- 
selves from the fate of many civilizations that have been 
buried literally in. the sands of time.

^Advertisements Are News; Use Them— 


(Van Nuys News) : The average merchant knows 


BCW,S in its general sense, but, strange as it may seem, fre- 
quently he is insensible to the news value of business an- 
nouncements and ' general trade information. 
He knows 


that his comings and goings, and-the social activities of his 
family are worthy of record in the news columns of his 
local newspaper. He knows that if he builds a new store 
or'makes an important improvement all such matters are 
news. He knows that should he have a lire, it would be 
an important piece of news; that should he die or go 
through a serious illness, the matter would be treated as 
news and; as such have a considerable degree of interest. 
Frequently he fails to realize that in the goods, prices and 
services'"are items of news that would interest the entire, 
community. . 
'" 


People subscribe to newspapers to get the information 


they contain. Information largely is news and news large- 
ly information. 
Trade information is trade news. An 


advertisement which contains no news has no reader inter- 
est, is of practically no value to the advertiser and has no 
place in a newspaper. If an advertisement contains noth- 
ing more than the name of the advertiser and the location 
of his place of: business it will be news to someone. If ,it 
speaks specifically of certain goods and tells the, reader 
where they may be obtained, that is news of increased in- 
terest. If it, can name an attractive price the news interest 
becomes greater. 


Constant advertising is merely the spreading of trade 


information. 
The public requires this information and 


•would be compelled to go to large expense to obtain it if 
there were no economical medium for its dissemination. 
The press furnishes the medium and progressive merchants 
taking their pay through increased business. The news- 
paper may stale as a matter of news that a certain mer- 
chant received a carload of new goods. It then becomes the 
duty of the merchant to advertise the news of what the 
cur contains. If lie does not do so he overlooks a prime 
opportunity and the prime function of his being in busi- 
ness.

Education Raises 


Earning Capacity 


German economists used to advo- 


cate that every able-bodied laboring 
man was worth $5000 to his country. 
In other words, the earning capacity 
of a good laborer was the same as 
the interesi-earmng value of five 
thousand dollars. 


In our country the average labor- 


er can earn about $910 per year, 
which is 7 per. cent interest on $13,- 
000. The earning capacity of an 
American laborer equals that of 
ilSjiWOT' (fiveT'this same laborer a 
nigh school education and you raise 
his earning capacity to $1800 'per 
year, according to the state treas- 
urer of Wisconsin; for ho says that 
the average salary for a high school 
graduate is $1800 per year. Eighteen 
hundred dollars is the sum of interest 
at 7 per cent on $25,7000. lu other 
words, the earning capacity of a 
high school graduate is the same as 
the earning capacity of $25,700. 


One can see at once the added 


wealth an 
educational 
institution 


contributes to a community. Capital 
is of very little value unless it is of 
an earning capacity. 
Does it not 


appear that the public schools have 
contributed much to the wealth of 
our nation by raising the earning ca- 
pacity of its citizens?

ORIGINATION OF THE HOXTE 


Sixty second mak'-- one minute and 


sixty minutes make an hour. Yes— 
but how come? 


In a recent issue of the l.os An- 


geles Examiner, the credit for the 
inauguration of our present system 
was given to the ancient Babylonians 
and explained thus: 


Of the systems of .notation which 


existed in that ancient nation, two 
stood out—the decimal, which count- 
ed by tens, and the sexagesimal, 
which counted by sixties. The choice 
of sixty as the unit of notation was 
not uu accident, but was chosen be- 
cause no other number has so many 
divisors. 


The Babylonians divided the sun's 


daily journey into twenty-four per- 
iods. Each period, or hour,, was .sub- 
divided into sixty minutes, aud eaeli 
minute into sixty seconds. The whole 
course of the sun during the twenty- 
four equinoctial hours was fixed at 
twenty-four parasangs, or 720 stadia, 
or 300 degrees^ 


The system'was handed on to the 


Greeks, and thus li was carried down 
to the n:idais ages. When the French 
revolutionized the system of weights, 
measure, coins and dates, during the 
re-volution, they refrained fioiu inter- 
fering with the sexagesimal system 
of time. Gradually, for purpose of 
standardization, the system originat- 
ing in Babylon, spread all over the 
uorld—wherever the sun rose and 
[set. ;JD hour was sixty minutes, a 


-.ninute was sixty seconds.
